Theft 
is scarcely a newspaper over the 
country which has not had new- 
from Washington since the Novem­ 
ber elections, telling of the lesigna- 
tion of this or that member of the 
cabinet. The stories today may be 
about the secretary of state, or cit 
labor, or the 
postmaster 
general, 
and tomorrow may he about the 
secretary of the navy, or of the 
treasury, or whoever may stem to 
be the best subject for the “news” 
which is to be sent out.

At the ministry of munitions and 
the board of trade inquiries by the 
Associated Press brought out some 
interesting facts on the maximum 
point reached in gun and shell pro­ 
duction, and the need now of turn­ 
ing to more useful lines of domes­ 
tic production and exports.

• be I acumen usual!} employed in 
the 
metal 
industry, 
making 
all 
kinds of iron and steel goods, I rom 
a nail up to steel beams, steel rails 
and all kinds of machinery, as well 
as the infinite variety 
of

metal goods usually 
exported

England. 
The number of people employed 
in this one industry of gun and 
shell making is a large percentage 
of the total British working popu­ 
lation. 
The entire membership of 
all the trades unions last, year was 
about five 
millions, 
while 
those 
now working in gun and shell mak­ 
ing is two and a quarter millions, 
or almost half of 
the 
full 
trade 
union 
strength, 
which 
includes 
about half of all the wage earners. 
Before the war there were about 
50,000 unionist workers in all the 
various metal trades, which is onl} 
one-fourth the number of those now 
•mpioyed in the single industry ol 
making guns and shells. 
The extent to which this gun and 
shell output has grown is shown by 
the figures given at the ministry 
of munitions. 
The comparison rn 
made between June, 
1015, 
when 
the war had just got under way, 
and the production today. 
For ev­ 
ery heavy howitzer produced then, 
there are 323 produced now. 
For 
every 
field 
howitzer 
produced 
then there are 46 produced now; 
for every medium gun then, there 
are 66 now. 
The output of 60-pdrs 
and 6-inch guns went up is fold, 
and has now dropped back to 12 
fold, as the supply is too great. As 
a whole the production of guns of 
all calibre has increased -ll fold on 
those of medium weight, and 12 
fold on the heavier gun.-. 
There is 
the same remarkable expansion in 
the output of all the other various 
types of ammunition, mat bine guns, 
explosives, etc. 
About the only exception is in 
small arms, as the increase of reg­ 
ulation rifles is pa: th dimly diffi­ 
cult and has not much more than 
doubled since the war began.
